Our superhero is the AIR-1, 
“Edmonton’s eye in the sky,” the 
all-seeing police helicopter. Of 
course, the chopper has been part 
of the force for almost a year now 
But it’s time once again to take 
notice of it cuz the citizens of 
Edmonton are being asked to fork 
out about $4.5 million for the 
Helicopter Lottery 2002 

Of course, the reason we have a 
helicopter at all is because, two 
years ago, CHED radio’s Bob 
Layton complained on air that 
Calgary had its very own heli- 
copter and Edmonton did not 
Spearheaded by Crystal Glass 
owner Ed Bean and picked up by 
the Edmonton Police Foundation, 
a campaign was undertaken to 
raise the funds to lease the 
Eurocopter EC-120B for a year. 
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That year is now almost up and 
Crystal Glass and the Police 
Foundation are back, this time 
asking Edmontonians to pay $100 
a pop for lottery tickets in order to 
buy the chopper outright (roughly 
one third of the proceeds will go 
to the police foundation, the rest is 
used for administration and 
prizes). 

But since the funding for the 
helicopter has stayed outside the 
realm of city polities, and democ- 
ratic process, the question is 
whether Edmonton wants or 
needs its expensive superhero. 

Baa 

Lf it weren't for the helicopter, 
says St/Sgt Rick Milne, “more bad 
guys would have gotten away.” 

Milne, who helped the police 
force organize the AIR-1 program, 
maintains that the helicopter is an 
invaluable tool. Although the heli- 
copter can’t make any arrests, it is 
used as a tool to relay information 
to police on the ground. This, says 
Milne, is useful in many ways. 
First, the helicopter can be dis- 
patched more quickly thana 
patrol car and therefore can assess 
a scene (provided it is taking place 
more or less outside) and report 
back as to how the grounded 
police should proceed (i.e. with 
more cars or perhaps not at all). 


The helicopter is obviously 
faster than a car. It doesn’t get 
stuck in traffic or need to speed 
through the streets. It has a bird’s- 
eve view and infrared sensors so it 
can spot suspects fleeing three 
slocks from a crime scene or hid- 
ing in the dark with its Forward 
Looking Infra Red (FLIR) scanner. 
Furthermore, Milne says it’s a 
great asset in car Chases (remem- 
ber OJ?). 
The EC-120 usually flies 1,200 
feet above ground, can travel at 
speeds of 230 km/h and can 
remain aloft for over three hours 
before refueling. It has been 
involved in close to 200 vehicle 
stops, 22 car chases and 120 crimi- 
nal arrests. Of those 120 arrests, 
Milne estimates that 60 could not 
have happened without the chop- 
per. AIR-1 has, according to the 
police, proven its worth. 

Nonetheless there are a few 
voices of dissent in the communi- 
ty. Local activist Scott Harris is 
one who feels that the helicopter 
presence is problematic. 

“The police are effective to the 
extent that they are present in the 
community and talking to the 
community,” he says. “[The heli- 
copter] is part of a general erosion 
of civil liberties.” 

Chad Blackburn, co-founder of 
Citizens for Peaceful 
Communities, agrees. 

“This is another example of the 
police moving toward a role of 
law enforcement rather than peace 
making,” said Blackburn. “I'm 
particularly disturbed by the

said, were complaints about noise.

Kananaskis 
black hole 


Editor, See: 

The most protected vacuum in 
recent political history is the G8 
summit at Kananaskis. Like a 
celestial black hole, information is 
pouring into it by the terabyte, but 
absolutely nothing is coming out. 

Through svelte manipulation of 
the media, it seems to have 
become an emotionally charged 
debate on whether to crush the 
protesters or let them exercise 
their democratic rights. 

This is amazingly efficient 
deflection, because the burning 
question of what is actually hap- 
pening is not being asked, and a 
recent public opinion survey 
reveals that over 70 per cent of the 
public has no idea what will be 
discussed or what plans are being 
made. 

There are, however, some very 
disturbing facts being reported. 
There will be more battle-ready 
troops on site in a Canadian 
provincial park than are stationed 
in the war zone of Afghanistan. 
They will have the green light to 
use lethal force within the time 
frame of minutes if their com- 
manding officer deems it to be 
appropriate. 

The equipment they have to 
action such a catastrophic contin- 
gency includes ground-to-air mis- 
siles and fighter jets loaded to the 
teeth. There are also the guard 
dogs, state of the art riot gear and 
a massive zone of exclusion. 

Does this not raise a gigantic red 
flag over the question of what the 
hell is going on there? 

The thunder of one barrage has 
already sounded. I’m referring to 
the media blitz which has concen- 
trated full bore on the protesters, 
and greatly increased my sense of 
uneasiness by putting the core 
issues far back on the shelf. 

The premier states that offend- 
ing protesters will be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law. 
Special courtrooms have been set 
up in Calgary to ensure that the 
long arm of the law can be expedi- 
tiously applied. 

Of course the radical and 
destructive element should be 
prosecuted to the maximum, but 
why are there so many ordinary 
and concerned Canadians willii 


So Chrétien the cagey veteran, 
anticipating the eventual show- 
down with Martin the young 
Turk, makes his move, cuts his 
boy loose and says, “You want 
this belt? Come take it,” except in 
Mr. Chrétien's case it would 
sound a lot different coming out. 

So when the chatterboxes start 
talking about Leadership Review, 
coming in February, and the two 
camps get down to the business of 
yelling into microphones and 
mugging for the cameras, who can 
help but get excited? This is the 
chance that Jean Chrétien is giving 
Paul Martin — one title shot, no 
rematches... okay, maybe one 
rematch — and it’s the one and 
only chance he'll get in his career, 
so he'd better be ready. 

But this is even better than pro- 
fessional wrestling because it’s 
really real and the choice of who 
wins hasn’‘t been made yet. Sure, 
it seems like Martin has the tools 
to finally beat the old man, except 


to risk the blight of a criminal 
record or a CSIS file in order to 
protest these proceedings?

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STILL PAYING YOUR HEALTH CARE 
premiums? 

Did you know that you don’t 
have to? 

Not if you're willing to assume 
the responsibility of paying the full 
cost of your health care for a year. 

That's what Gordon Sopezak 
and about 200 other Albertans do. 

When his wife slipped and 
cracked her shoulder three years 
ago, Slopezak was unsatisfied 
with the care she received. He 
decided to opt out of the Alberta 
Health Care Insurance Plan. 

The following year he paid for 
his annual checkup out of his 
pocket. “I’m standing there wait- 
ing for the girl to do up the 
receipt. One of the doctors from 


- the clinic comes out and says, ‘Oh, 






you've opted out. That’s probably 
a good call, The average family of 
four only uses $400 worth of med- 
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clouds, a process whereby an air 
plane drops silver iodide particles 
on storm clouds to diffuse the 
water and lessen or prev ent the 
creation of hailstones. The goal of 
such activity is to reduce the dam 
age caused by hail storms and the 
number of insurance claims filed 
as a result. Sound unnatural? 
Alberta farmers seem to think so 
Some eastern Albertan farmers 
hold weather modifiers responsi- 
ble for further disrupting the nat- 
ural water cycles and dehydrating 
their already parched land. 

WM Ince. says that such claims 
are “preposterous’ and maintains 
that the only side effect of their 
seec ing 1s the amount being sav ed 
by their customers the insurance 
salespeople: $50 million per year. 


John Kolkman isn’t opposed to 
opting out in principle. “I think 
originally it was set up as a safety 
valve for people who were philo- 
sophically opposed to what they 
might describe as socialized medi- 
cine,” says the research director 





for the provincial New Democrats. 


But he fears that most people 
opt out for financial rather than 
philosophical reasons — because 
they’re having trouble paying 
their premiums .and are tired of 
collection agencies chasing them 
down to collect arrears. With pre- 
miums rising by 30 per cent, he 
fears that the problem will only 
get worse. 

“Premiums should be phased 
out,” he says. Not only are they a 
regressive form of taxation, he 
says, they're costly to administer, 
requiring a collection system 
that’s parallel to the income tax 
bureaucracy. And the province 
still has to write off tens of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of premi- 
ums, he adds. 

“There are better ways to pay for 
[health services],” says Kolkman. 

“We think we've done a good 
job of protecting people with 
lower incomes,” says David Dear, 
spokesman for Alberta Health and 
Wellness,. noting that low-income 
Albertans have their premiums 
subsidized. 

Moreover, he says, premiums 
serve a purpose, insofar as they 
are “an honest reminder that 
health care has a cost.” He adds 
that people need to contribute to 
the plan equally if we want to 
ensure equal access. He doesn’t 
think that argument is compro- 

mised by the fact that premiums 
account for only 13 per cent of the 
cost of health care, with the rest 
coming out of general revenue, 
Dear says that Albertans get a

The Good Brothers as a proper 
band began in 1974, with almost 
immediate commercial and critical 
acclaim, selling out club dates and 


going on to win eight straight Juno 


awards for Best Country Group 

Somehow, in the midst of end- 
less touring and recording, Good 
and his wife Margaret found time 
to raise their sons Dallas and 
Travis, imprinting a love of tradi- 
tional country music and the road 
on the future leaders of the Sadies 

“T could see them getting into it 
really young and really fast,” he 
acknowledges. “I could tell they 
were going to be serious musi 
cians.” The younger brothers have 
been known to jump on stage with 
the Good patriarchs, and occa 
sional shows are booked with 
both outfits, but there isn’t any 
conscious attempt at mixing up 
the two crowds. “We’re not really 
trying to, but if it happens, that’s 
cool. We actually do a show as the 
Good Family that includes Travis 
and Dallas, my brothers Brian 
(fiddle) and Larry (banjo), and 
then my wife Margaret. ” 

The brothers have managed to 
withstand the vagaries of the busi-

It’s not the first time: Good has 
been around long enough to

SOMETIMES A PRAIRIE BOY HAS TO 
go live.on Vancouver Island for a 
few years to be inspired to write 
about the land around the family 
farm near Beaverlodge, Alberta. It 
could be called the inescapable, 
mental tractor-pull of the flat- 
lands. 

Roots country artist Allen Dobb 
hasn’t been picking rocks on the 
farm for a few years now, yet it’s 
still one of the metaphors he 
writes through on his new CD, 
Bottomland, also the name of the 
single and video. “CMT (Country 
Music Television) really likes the 
song,” explains Dobb on the 
phone from his home near 
Victoria. “It’s still to the ‘left’ of 
their mainstream, but they’re try- 
ing to figure out where to fit in my 
video on regular rotation.” 

Bottomland portrays a strong, 
musical pedigree. From Steve 
Earle’s country blues to tinges of 
Bruce Springsteen’s landmark 
roots album, Nebraska, the entire 
CD’s sound still manages to stand 
firmly outside New Country's 
flaccid and soulless pop-twang. 
New Country tends to favour 
hyper-real plastic over real stories, 
something Dobb thinks Nashville 
is struggling with after the huge 
success of the O Brother, Where Art 
Thou? soundtrack and what is per- 
ceived to be anew mainstream 
acceptance of “real” country. 

“The hick is the soul,” he says. 

Some of Dobb’s early musical 
influences are culled from the 

“many self-proclaimed outlaws in 
country music — Johnny Cash, 
Jerry Jeff Walker, and Hoyt Axton 
— country pioneers with real sto- 
ries of “rocks to pick” and “folks 
who got more fence than they can 
ever fix.” The gravel-tinged Steve 
Earle vocal style is there for some 
songs, yet Dobb can also pull out 
the achi 
arrai ts on others when 
needed. Fortunately he manages 
without resorting to that big- 
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aching Jim Cuddy vocal and

country music lovers cringe. 

Dobb spent almost a decade in 
Vancouver, mostly as a touring 
and recording base for his former 
band, Dobb & Dumela (with 
brother Cameron), playing songs 
with more African than American 
roots. After releasing a country- 
fied solo CD, Horses and Hills, in 
1998, Dobb left the big city three 
years ago for a more remote set- 
ting outside of Victoria. 

“Part of what went on this 
album was just getting out of the 
influences of Vancouver, to be on 
my own, do my work and express 
what I wanted to express,” says 
Dobb, who now lives with his 
wife and a view of B.C. and 
Washington mountain ranges. “I 
didn’t need to be influenced any- 
more since I’ve been through that; 
it was time to say it my own 
way.” 

Dobb originally said it in a very 
different way. He completed a 
Masters in Range Management at 
Washington State University in 
the late 1980s, then spent a few 
years on consulting projects in 
southern Africa and Arizona 
before a move to the wet coast. 

As part of his western Canada 
tour, Allen Dobb plays at the 
Sidetrack Café, Wednesday, June 
19 for an early show (8 pm), 
accompanied by Paul Rigby on 
lap steel, electric guitar and man- 
dolin.

TuffHouse Records, the only 
urban label in the province. 
Started up four years ago, the 
label features nine artists so far, 
such as Reason, Thesis, local 
female R&B group Exclusive, and 
Ghetto Soul. TuffHouse’s next 
release is from Reason, whose 
lyrics touch on Alberta-relevant 
issues, like health care and educa- 
tion. 

“We're trying to get the out-of- 
towners, the people that don’t 
believe it could happen, to see that 
it is moving and it could happen,” 
he says.

Green splits his time between 
hosting local events like basketball 
tournaments and promoting 
urban music in other provinces. 
“Every region I guess got its own 
fashion,” says Green, whose 
straight-at-you Alberta style dom- 
inated freestyle competitions in 
Vancouver. “Within this one 
region, there’s six different [styles] 
alone. It’s completely different 
from every other province.” 

Green tried moving to Toronto 
for a few months once, but he 
couldn’t live there. “It was noth- 
ing,” he says, “I just didn’t feel it. I 
had to come back home. Alberta 
gives you a lot of things that peo- 
ple just gotta learn to enjoy.”

‘em. “But it’s not like there’s a 
lynch mob here and there,” says 
Green. “That's the thing about 
Alberta. We have also Asian peo-

Green, who comes from a 
Jamaican mother and a Filipino 
father, has a long uphill battle to 
change the way people, particu- 
larly those people in record com- 
panies, look at Alberta.

I’m trying 
to show them the market is

“WELL, IT’S NOT AS BAD AS IT COULD 
have been,” isn’t exactly a satisfy- 
ing piece of criticism; its useful- 
ness lies in the fact it can be 
applied to pretty much anything 
and therefore serves as a useful 
tool for desperate optimists who 
insist on looking “on the bright 
side.” Your car's a write-off and 
your wife’s in the hospital, but at 
least your only son didn’t call you 
on your cellphone to tell you he’s 
gay right before — or, God forbid, 
right after — the freak logging- 
truck accident. 

But in today’s age of “Hollywood 
Is Out Of Ideas” filmmaking, a 
world of remakes and rehashes, 
franchises reborn and perpetuated, 
SNL sketches stretched out to 90 
soul-crushing minutes instead of 
the merely unbearable 20, and 
Sandra Bullock “vehicles” 
(where's she driving to?), “not as 
bad as it could have been” has a 
very specific meaning. It means “I 
hated it, it sucked, but I’m not 
going to jump on the bandwagon 
of chin-scratching high-brow criti- 
cal savagery.” So, yeah. Scooby Doo 
isn’t as bad as it could have been. 

So let’s join the well-meaning 
folks trying stupidly to comfort 
the poor guy mentioned earlier, 
okay? Because in the first place, 
we all knew Scooby Doo wasn’t 
going to be much good, because 
the material on which it’s based 
frankly wasn’t much good. Sugar- 
cereal early-morning footy-paja- 
mas memories some of you might 
have aside — I didn’t have cable 
— the Scooby animated series was 
pretty crappy. Plots repeated like 
some sort of Hannabarberic 
mantra, beyond-crude animation 
playing under an audio track 


heavy on the “boobalaboobala- 
boobala” running-in-place sound 
effect and Don Knotts; this cash-in 
McMovie parental money- 
remover is one of the handful of 
cynical franchise films in which 
not “staying true to the source 
material” actually turns out to be 
the best possible course of directo- 
rial action. 

The proof is right there on the 
screen. The first five or so minutes 
(I’m guessing, because it seemed 
like a million minutes, or maybe 
even a billion) are a direct homage 
to the old series — fakey ghost, 
Rube Goldberg plan, Daphne cap- 
tured, dumb pratfalls, unmasking, 
it’s the creepy old janitor and 
they’re easily the worst minutes of 
the movie. My desire to flee the 
cinema and go play the Razor™ 
scooter game at Playdium peaked 
during this time, but the three- 
year-old beside me kept me in my 
seat. “I don’t understand why 
they’re breaking up,” he said 
when, after the janitor got hauled 
off to jail, the company broke up. 
Poor kid didn’t have my 25 years’ 
experience watching shitty 
movies, he didn’t know the special 
language of the terrible, lazy film: 
the more stunted and immature 
you make your characters at the 
beginning of the movie, the easier 
it is for your tired hack to make 
them “grow” and “develop” as the 
plot progresses. But I loved that 
little kid’s magical mix of naiveté, 
precociousness and yappy nature; 
I got a commentary track without 
waiting (not like I’m going to have 
to wait long; not like I’m actually 
waiting) for the DVD.

Josh Dean, Chris Connelly, Ian 
Rowe, Kevin Gillese, Bill Minsky 
and Graham Wagner have 
worked together with Rapid Fire 
Theatre and Theatresports for 
about five years. Different permu- 
tations of The Draft Six have trav- 
elled around the world competing 
in theatresports competitions, and 
another version of this production 
team was responsible for an unau- 
thorized Spider-Man movie, made 
with some weirdly successful no- 
budget special effects. Sonic 











Brooms is their latest creation, a 


comedy about a ragtag curling 
rink trying to uphold a tradition 
of rock-hurling excellence in the 


small town of Morinville. It’s 
about passion, competition, 
betrayal and overcoming impossi 
ble odds through the she 
the sport. The end product is a bit 
like Men With Brooms meets 
FUBAR, shaky documentary stvle 
with the expected technical glitch- 
es made by a bunch of fresh the- 
atre kids with nothing to do over 
Christmas break. When Ryerson 
student Graham Wagner came 
home with a Canon XL1 digital 
camera, there was no stopping 
them. 

Kevin Gillese, who plays the 
hapless coach/s spiritual advisor, 
remembers those more innocent 
times. “We were chompin’ at the 
bit to get things going, then it 
snowballed into an hour-long pro- 
ject shot over 10 days. It was for 
fun — no reshooting scenes but 
just going from a general plotline. 
Improv is the real strength for us, 
and that’s why we did it that 
Way.” 

But, um, Morinville? Watching 
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the movie, it’s clearly not. It’s 
Edmonton, where we all live and 
love. Josh Dean explains this fur- 
ther 

Morinville. This is what it 
means to me: they want to escape 
the ordinary. Symbolically, this 
[Edmonton] is OUR Morinville,” 
he declares. OK. Morinville as 
me taphor 

And, even to the untrained eye, 
these boysvare clearly shitty 
curlers. But, like the setting, the 
actual content of the movie is kind 
of incidental. “It’s a movie for 
people who don’t curl or want to 
The curling is secondary.” 

Gillese adds, “The curling’s a 
vehicle for the characters. There’s 
the most comedy in making up 
stories about each character, 
which happens to affect the plot 
as you go. Things one character 
says suddenly affects everyone 
else, so even the small details kind 
of spin into a running joke.’ 

In fact, curling itself becomes a 
running joke. So far, no real 
curlers or Morinvillians have 
stepped up to defend their 
authenticity, but Gillese doesn’t

HOLLYWOOD IS ALWAYS MESSING 
around with chemistry, and never 
so much as when it tries to put 
two stars together to create a 
Buddy Movie. Sometimes they get 
gold or silver, like Mel Gibson and 
Danny Glover in Lethal Weapon, or 
sometimes they end up with tin, 

as with Jackie Chan and Chris 
Tucker in Rush Hour. Now we face 
the latest bubbling flask of goo, 
Bad Company, which hopes to pro- 
duce the sweet, sweet gold by 
cramming together Chris Rock 
and legendary funnyman 
Anthony Hopkins. 

But there are a couple of other 
Chemicals X in the goo to consider 
as well. First off, Bad Company is a 
Jerry Bruckheimer movie. You 
may remember Bruckheimer from 
such films as Armageddon and The 
Rock, movies with big, awkwardly 
edited action and huge gasoline- 
powered explosions. Okay, that’s 
cool — Chris Rock, Anthony 
Hopkins, lots of big explosions... 
could be entertaining. 

However, compared to past 
Bruckheimer movies, Bad 
Company almost comes across as a 


quaint, quiet little drawing-room 
comedy. It shocks me to report 
that there is not a single explosion 
in the entire movie. Not one. Of 
course, a movie doesn’t have to 
have explosions to be good, but a 
Jerry Bruckheimer movie? And 
sure, there’s a car chase, and some 
indifferently staged gunfights, but 
come on — explosions!

Lloyd wishes the government 
could understand how “destruc- 
tive, wrong and poisonous” its 
message is to young people and 
how it keeps others in the closet. 
“What if we said the;same things 
about Jewish people or natives?” 

The government needs 
to get over it already.” 

That's why Lloyd likes to initi- 
ate charter challenges. “I’m not a 
very patient person, so this makes 
me willing to take a run at the 
government. Its laws are illegal.” 

Justice Minister Dave Hancock 
has publicly called Lloyd a 
“media hound.” Laughing, Lloyd 
says, “You know how to get me 
out of the papers? [Hancock], do 
your damn job.”

Fishy fare

IF YOU'RE LIKE ME, THE THOUGHT OF 
entering a restaurant that’s shaped 
like anything but a restaurant 
gives you pause. If it’s shaped like 
a giant hat or a shoe or an over- 
sized replica of a menu item, it 
raises the suspicion that the elabo- 
rate architecture is meant to com- 
pensate for or divert attention 
from the shortcomings of the actu- 
al food 

Which brings us to the Little 
Lighthouse on Prairie. For the 
longest time, it was just a shoebox- 
shaped building out of which 
Billingsgate Fish Market vended 
the bounty of the sea. Then one 
day, all of a sudden, it sprouted a 
tower which, if form dictates func- 
tion, would contain a beacon to 
lead errant ships through the fog 
and warn them away from the 
rocky shoals of Calgary Trail 
South. This structure, it seemed, 
would house their restaurant 

Luckily for those of us who can’t 
resist seafood, Billingsgate’s novel- 
ty dimensions aren’t a ploy to 
hornswoggle your tastebuds. In 
fact, the place practicaliy demands 
repeat visits so that you can try 
their tastefully conceived and exe- 
cuted array of appetizers and 
entrees. 

Further camouflage for fine din- 
ing can be found inside 
Billingsgate, where a kitschty nau- 
tical motif collides with lots of 
faux-foliage and a wait staff clad 
in matching white shirts and ties. 
The generic interior is a secondary 
concern when you open the menu 
and feast your eyes on the appetiz- 
er list, which includes Cajun 
Alligator Skewers (with Southern 
Comfort peach salsa), scallops flo- 
rentine (in a creamy lobster sauce), 
two kinds of mussels, Coconut 
Prawns and other dolled-up 
aquatic delicacies. Hard to resist a 
signature dish, however, so a 
round of Lighthouse Crab Cakes 





($7.95) were ordered Served ina 
pool of mandarin-leek marmalade, 
the two cakes weren’t much to 
look at — plain brown lumps, real- 
ly — but a forkful revealed them 
to be perfectly seasoned, creamy 
croquettes that tasted even better 
with the tangy marmalade. In fact, 
we continued to eat the mar- 
malade after the crab cakes were 
all gone. 

Entrees were harder to decide 
on — with choices like Sesame 
Maple Glazed Salmon, Blackened 
Nile Perch in a Chipotle seasoning 
with red pepper coulis, paella and 
the evening's special, pickerel with 
morel mushrooms and fiddle- 
heads, my companion and I had to 
flip numerous coins to decide on 
Hawaiian Yellowfin Tuna and Nut 
Crusted Chilean Sea Bass ($18.95 
each). The cheaper end of the 
menu features fish and chips start- 
ing at $8.95, which was a very 
popular item among our fellow 
diners and came in generous por- 
tions 

I panicked slightly when asked 
how I wanted my tuna prepared 
and said, “medium.” DO NOT DO 
THIS. Tuna is at its most delicious 
when on the rare side. 
Nonetheless, the piece of fish | was 
served — on a bed of white and 
wild rice with a huge side of veg- 
etables — was exceptionally pre- 
pared, sizable, firm and delicious 
and lightly accented with grape- 
fruit-rosemary butter. 

My companion’s Chilean Sea 
Bass was a tender white fillet that 
melted in the mouth, served with 
vegetables and mashed potatoes 
with brie, whipped and baked 
until golden brown. We fell on our 
entrees with such gusto, we didn’t 
even notice that the Sea Bass was 
not encrusted with nuts or any- 
thing else, but we felt'so sheepish 
for hogging it back that we never 
did ask why. Nuts would have 
been nice but, as with the tuna, the 
quality of the main ingredient and 
how well it was prepared were 
what won our approval. Might
